Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  cl  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1 9 6i , in  accordance  with  circular  l/62 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  In  that  circular,  it  was  requested  that 
the  sewage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  in  the  Rural  District 
should  be  reviewed.  This  will  be  found  in  the  section  of  the  report 
dealing  with  environmental  hygiene,  A recurrent  annual  summer 
problem  is  the  misuse  of  cesspools  due  to  the  influx  of  visitors 
into  private  houses  which  have  systems  designed  for  household  but 
not  guest  house  needs.  In  some  parts  of  the  rural  district  the 
population  trebles  or  quadruples  and  public  health  nuisances  from 
overflowing  cesspools  are  bound  to  occur  unless  emptying  arrangements 
are  commensurate  with  the  extra  use  being  made  of  the  systems. 

The  population  rose  by  1,940  from  last  year's  figure  of  22,050* 

The  natural  increase,  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  20  giving  a 
rate  increase  of  3»8l  persons  per  1,000  population.  There  was  a fall 
in  the  birth,  death  and  respira.tory  tuberculosis  incidence  rate.  The 
stillbirth  rate,  infant  mortality  and  respiratory  tuberculosis  'death 
rate  increased.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Much  of  the  department's  time  has  been  spent  on  improving 
housing  conditions  especially  the  upgrading  of  caravan  sites,  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  The  caravan 
home  can  in  some  instances  be  a difficult  social  problem,  the 
tackling  of  which  is  hampered  by  the  relatively  high  rent  of  this 
type  of  accommodation.  In  practice  many  families  who  cannot  find 
homes  other  than  in  caravans  are  those  least  able  to  afford  high  rents 
and  needing  most  social  support.  In  my  view,  the  increased  use  of 

caravans  for  all/ 
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caravans  for  all- the-year-r ound  occupation  in  the  rural  district  must 


be  carefully  watched,  in  order  to  prevent  large  numbers  of  caravans 
in  varying  states  of  disrepair  becoming  a "Slum  Clearance  Problem" 
in  the  next  25  years. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  Mr.  Millbum  had  a serious  illness 
from  which,  happily,  he  has  made  a good  recovery.  During  his  absence 
work  had  to  proceed  on  a "first  things  first"  basis  and  I appreciate 
the  willing  and  unstinted  efforts  of  Mr.  Colley  and  Mr.  Prowse. 
Finally  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  Cha.irr.ian,  Members  of  the 
Committee,  Officers  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  .Area  Health  Office  for  their  work  during  the  year.

Personal  Health  Services 


The  following  personal  Health  Services  are  provided  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  19 46,  by  the  Cornwall  County  Service 
and  are  administered  through  No.  2 Area  Health  Sub-Committee  on 
which  the  Helston  Borough  is  represented  by  1 member  and  the  Kerri er 
Rural  District  by  4 members. 

(a)  Care  of  I. others  & Young  Children 


Aiyfce-Natal  Supervision 


Women  who  desire  to  have  their  babies  at  home  are  supervised 
during  their  pregnancy  by  their  family  doctor  and  the  domiciliary 
midwife.  Adequate  and  continuous  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care 
is  essential  if  complice. tions  in  labour  and  chronic  ill  health  in 
later  life  are  to  be  avoided.  Host  practices  in  the  Helston  Borough 
and  Kerri  or  Rural  district  hold  ante-natal  clinics  at  their 
surgeries  at  which  the  midwife  attends.  Health  education  is 
available  for  these  mothers. 


Hospital 

Hospital  patients  who  have  booked  hospital  beds  attend  the 
hospital  outpatients  clinic.  Apart  from  emergency  cases,  bookings 
for  hospital  confinements  are  allocated  according  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  priority  groups,  for  medical  or  obstretical  reasons  and 
unsuitable  heme  conditions.  Patients  who  have  been  accepted,  for 
hospital  confinements  attend  the  hospital  ante-natal  clinic,  but 
continue  to  be  supervised  at  home  by  their  family  doctors.  Mothers 
and  babies  are  normally  discharged  home  on  the  10th.  day  after 
deliver}1-  to  the  care  of  the  Health  Visitor.  The  important  post-natal 
supervision  which  every  mother  1'ias,  four  weeks  after  delivery  is 
carried  out  by  their  family  doctor.

During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service  from 
Tolvean  Depot,  Redruth,  carries  out  all  normal  duties;  at  nights  and 
at  weekends  cover  is  given  By  voluntary  ambulance  crew  of  St,  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  at  Helston,  using  their  own  ambulance.

(d)  Blood  Transfusion 

With  the  rapid  advance  of  surgical  and  anaesthetic  techniques 
of  the  last  few  years,  blood  transfusion  is  becoming  a vital  part  of 
modem  treatment  for  accidents  and  disease.  Donors  are  urgently

Work  has  commenced  on  the  trunk  main  from  Roskrow  Reservoir  via  Mabe, 
Eathorne,  Brill,  G-week,  Mawgan,  G-oonhilly,  Penhale  and  Predannack. 

The  villages  of  Constantine  and  G-week  will  receive  a supply  from  the 
trunk  main,  and  a branch  line  will  link  with  the  existing  mains  of  the  Manaccan 
Undertaking  at  Mawgan  and  Newtown,  St. Martin. 


Public  Wells. 

Slow  progress  is  being  maintained  in  the  closing  down  of  the  public  wells 
eto  throughout  the  district  as  mains  supplies  become  available.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  in  spite  of  all  the  knowledge  that  a mains  supply  of 
water  is  a safe  supply,  there  is  still  a fair  proportion  of  people  who  prefer 
to  take  their  water  supply  from  wells  etc.  In  spite  of  this  I am  convinced 
that  the  sooner  the  whole  area  has  a mains  supply  then  the  better  for  everyone. 

All  existing  well  water  supplies  have  been  regularly  sampled  throughout 
the  year  with,  as  may  be  expected,  nixed  results*  The  samples  have  varied  from 
very  satisfactory  to  very  poor.  Where  poor  samples  have  been  obtained  the 
water  supply  is  re-sampled  and  where  a further  poor  sample  is  obtained,  notices 
are  posted  asking  people  to  boil  or  sterilise  their  supplies.  Maintenance 
works  have  been  carried  out  on  wells  etc.,  as  has  been  required. 


Mains  Water  Supplies.

This 
resulted  in  the  fact  that  the  supplementary  service  to  the  Hotels  etc.,  was  at 
times  unavoidably  cancelled  with  the  attendant  displeasure  of  all  affected. 

A new  l8  cu.yd.  'Compactor’  type  vehicle  came  into  service  during  the  year  to 
replace  one  of  the  10  cu.yd.  side  loaders.  This  proved  a great  help,  not  only 
for  the  increased  carrying  capacity  but  also  for  the  fact  that  nuisances  by 
paper  and  dust  was  eliminated.  Once  more  the  men  operating  the  service  must 
be  highly  commended  for  a difficult  job  well  done.  The  Litter  problem,  as  in 
past  years,  proved  almost  insoluble  but  a big  effort  by  the  collectors  prevented 
the  situation  getting  out-of-hand. 

A weekly  collection  service  is  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  through- 
out the  District.  This  is  operated  by  one  18  cu.yd.  ’Compactor’  type  vehicle 
and  one  10  cu.yd.  side  loading  vehicle,  with  a driver  and  two  loaders  per 
vehicle.  For  the  general  collection  of  litter  and  acting  as  a supplementary 
refuse  vehicle,  the  Land  Rover  and  Trailer  proved  itself  in  every  respect. 
Controlled  tipping  was  carried  out  at  the  refuse  tips  at  Mullion,  Bonython, 
Constantine  and  Boscreege  but  due  to  the  lack  of  suitable  covering  materials 
the  ’controlled'  part  of  it  was  often  unsatisfactory.  All  tips  were 
regularly  treated  for  the  control  of  flies,  rats  etc.

Caravan  Sites. 

The  first  Act  of  Parliament  dealing  specifically  with  the  regulation  of 
Caravan  Sites  is  known  as  the  ’Caravan  Sites  & Control  of  Development  Act,  I960*. 

Under  this  Act  the  Model  Standards  issued  by  the  Ministry  have  been  adopted 
by  this  Local  Authority  with  a few  modifications.  It  is  noYT  necessary  for  any 
Caravan  Site  to  have  first  a Town  & Country  Planning  consent  before  a Local 
Authority  can  issue  a ’Site  Licence’.  Increased  penalties,  up  to  £100  for  the 
first  offence,  for  contraventions  of  the  Act  and  use  of  a site  v/ithout  a 
’Site  Licence’  are  incorporated  in  this  new  legislation* 
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Caravan  Sites  (Continued) 


Co-operation  between  the  Town  & Country  Planning  Office  and  the  Local 
Authorities  is  essential  to  work  smoothly  the  growth  and  improvement  of  caravan 
sites.  At  the  moment  work  is  still  proceeding  on  the  licensing  of  all  sites, 
interviewing  owners  and  following  up  work  to  see  that  the  new  standards  are 
carried  out.  One  fault  with  the  Act  is  the  exclusion  of  'Tent  Sites*.  They 
are  still  governed  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  193&,  which  has  already  proved 
inadequate  for  Caravans.

Of  the  eight  sites  containing  permanent  residential  caravans,  four 
(Melrose,  Trelil,  G-illy  G-ahhen  and  Mullion)  are  mainly  used  by  Naval  Personnel 
from  Culdrose  Fleet  Air  Arm  Station,  and  account  for  88  of  the  residential 
caravans. 

In  addition  there  are  8 small  licenced  sites  with  five  or  less  caravans, 

1 site  of  which  has  3 residential  caravans  and  7 sites  which  have  20  summer 
only  caravans,  making  a total  of  23  caravans  and  11  licenced  sites  for  1 caravan 
only,  9 of  which  are  residential  and  2 summer  only  sites. 

There  are  also  more  than  50  caravans,  mainly  small  sites  of  1 or  2 caravans, 
waiting  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Town  & Country  Planning  Department,  Cornwall 
County  Council, 


Hutted  Accommodation. 

At  the  beginning  of  I960  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  prepared  a report 
on  the  housing  and  social  conditions  of  23  families  at  Dry  Tree  Camp,  an  isolated 
collection  of  ex  R.A.F.  Huts. 

It  was  then  recommended  that  the  huts  should  cease  to  be  used  for  human 
habitation  and  the  tenants  re-housed  throughout  the  district,  according  to 
preference. 

A start  was  made  in  re-housing  the  families  in  November,  I960,  and  all  were 
re-housed  in  1963  and  the  camp  buildings  are  being  demolished. 

The  Council  have  now  dealt  with  34-  hutments  at  Trelanvean  and  the  above 
23  at  Dry  Tree.  There  only  remains  in  the  district  8 hutments  at  Bonython 
and  these  are  fit  for  human  occupation.

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Slaughterhouses . 

The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  implementation  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958, 
and  the  application  of  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  to  the 
Slaughterhouses  In  this  District. 

Prior  inspection  and  reports  had  been  ma.de  of  all  the  existing  seven 
slaughterhouses.  List  of  works  necessary  to  bring  the  slaughterhouses  up  to 
the  new  requirements  were  forwarded  to  each  owner  and  consultations  followed 
thereafter. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  only  two  slaughterhouses  had  sufficiently  carried  out 
works  to  apply  for  licencing.  These  are 

Penvose  Slaughterhouse,  Treluswell  - Parish  of  St.Gluvias. 

Tregellus  Slaughterhouse,  St.Keverne  - Parish  of  St.Keverne. 

The  slaughterhouse  at  St.Keverne  is  a small  one,  used  by  one  butcher,  but 
the  slaughterhouse  at  Penvose  is  the  large  one  catering  for  the  Eastern  part  of 
Ke  rier,  Penryn  and  Falmouth  - no  slaughterhouses  are  in  operation  in  Penryn 
and  Falmouth  Boroughs. 

Only  at  the  above  two  slaughterhouses  in  this  District  can  killing  and 
dressing  of  animals  for  human  consumption  take  place  legally.  Stunning  pens 
for  cattle  are  Installed  though  these  were  not  required  until  the  1st  January 
1963.
